shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Sch^lo 
aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification.—No Person ,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage ntitb 
a person having a spouse living, or

tracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the (Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 
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5. Power to relax,—the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, bv 
order for reasons to be recorded in writinj, and in consulta¬ 
tion with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons, 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit, and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, Sceduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time, in this regard.

(iv) The authority mentioned in clause (hi) will constitute 
the first instalment of payment. A second authority 
for payment will be issued as soon us possible after 
sLiperunnuation. This will relate to the contribiilion 
made by the subsciiber Mibscqiicin to the amount 
ineiitioned in the applicalion submitted under clause 
(i) plus the refund of instalments against advances 
which were cuircnl at the lime of the first applica¬ 
tion. 

(v) after forwarding the application for final payment lo 
(he Accounts Officer, advanco/whhdrawal may be 
sanclioncd bul ihe amount of advunce/wilhdvawal 
shall be drawn on an authorisation from the Ac- 
coimls Officer concerned who shall arrange this as 
soon as formal sanction of sanctioning authority is 
received by him. 

Note,—When ihe amtfubl standing to the credit on a subs¬ 
criber has become payable under rules 20, 21 <,nd 22 the 
Accounts Officer shall authorise prompt payment of the 
amount in the manner indxatcd in sub-rule (3). 

26. Procedure on transfer of a Government servant from

(Hi) ho shall thereupon be entitled to count towards pen¬ 
sion, service rendered prior to tiie date of peima- 
nent transfer, the extent permissible under the rele¬ 
vant pension rules. 
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NoLc-1.—The provisions of this rule docs not apply to a 
uibscr.hcr wlio has reined from service, or to a subscriber 
who was holding the former appointment on contr.tct. 

Nolc-2.—The provisions of this rule shall, however apply 
to persons, wito ate appointed without break whether tem¬ 
porarily or permanently to a post carrying the benefits of 
these rules aticr icsiguaiiou or retirement from .-.crvice under 
„uolhcr Dcparlmeni of Central Government or under the 
Slate Government, 

27. Procedure on Iranster.—On transfer lo Oovernment 
service ol a person from the .service under a body cv'rporato 
owned or controlled by Govcrnraenl or an autonomous orga¬ 
nisation, registered under the Societies Regislriition Act, 
1860. If a Government scrvvmt admitted to the benefit of the 
Fund was subscriber to any Provident Fund of a body cor¬ 
porate owned or controlled by Government or an autonomous 
organisation, registered under the Societies Registration Act, 
I860, the amount of lus subscriptions and ihe cmplo.ver’3 con¬ 
tribution, if any, together with the interest thereon shall be 
transferred to his credit in the fund with the consent of that 
Oody. 

28. Transfer of amount tt the Contributory Provident Fund 
(India).—If a subscriber to the Fund is subsequently admitted 
to the henehls of the Contributory Provident Fund (India) 
the amount of his subscriptions, together With interest there¬ 
in, shtil) be iranslcrred lo the credit of his accouni in the 
Contributory Provident Fund flndia). 

Note.—The provision of litis rule do not apply to a lubs- 
cri'oei wlio is appointed on contract or who has retiicd from 
service and is subsequently re-employed with or without a 
break in service in another post carrying contributory Pro¬ 
vident Fund benefits.
